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The 5-year permit expires on 4/23/06.  The renewal due date for the application is 
12/23/07.  The U. P. D. E. S. permit was issued 5/1/03 and expires on 4/30/08.

1.     Permits, Change, Transfer, Renewal, Sale

Signs with the required information were posted at access points to the reclaimed site.

2.     Signs and Markers

The one pond remaining on the reclaimed site was inspected on 3/24/04.  There were 
no hazards or signs of structural weakness noted in the report.  The pond has not 
discharged to date.

4.b   Hydrologic Balance: Sediment Ponds and Impoundments

Roughening techniques are the sediment control for the remaining portion of the 
reclaimed site.  The site was reclaimed in 2004.

4.c   Hydrologic Balance: Other Sediment Control Measures

Water monitoring is done quarterly except for the sediment pond discharge point 
which is done monthly.  Sites B25 and B26 were sampled on 11/24/04 and sites 
B151, B3N, B5, and B6 were sampled on 12/20/04.  There were no anomalies or 
parameter exceedances.

4.d   Hydrologic Balance: Water Monitoring

The DMR's for the sediment pond were current through February 2005.

4.e   Hydrologic Balance: Effluent Limitations

The refuse pile was inspected during the week of 3/7/05.  No hazards or signs of 
structural weakness were noted.

7.     Coal Mine Waste, Refuse Piles, Impoundments

There were no non-coal waste items on the reclaimed area.  There are several small 
areas that contain materials to be sold.  There were several containers of material of 
which the top liquid portion, if spilled, may be hazardous.  They have been placed in a 
building in accordance with the permittee's SPCC plan, I.e. if spilled, would be 
contained.

8.     Noncoal Waste

The surety bond is in the amount of $7,866,000 and the liability insurance is current 
through 7/30/05.
